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Chaffey High 
trustees face 
bleak future

Attrition of teachers and reduc- 
tions in the amount of classroom pe- 
riods available to students in the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District could be the key to how the 


district's finances survive next 
year. 

Meeting in a seminar format 
Monday. district trustees were 


given a bleak picture of the 1981-82 
budget and then decided to examine 
a possible reduction in periods at an- 
other special meeting on April 27 

Although the district’s adminis- 
tration asked that a decision on the 
number of periods be made as quick- 
ly as possible, trustees wanted time 
to weigh the consequences of such a 
move 

The board is scheduled to adopt 
its 1981-82 budget on Aug. 3 but prin- 
cipals and district administrators 
said they needed a decision before 
then so they can begin scheduling 
students for next year 

Board: president Charles Uhalley 
said a recommendation from Super- 
intendent Mike Dirksen could be re- 
ceived shortly after the April 27 
meeting 

Basically, the proposal calls for a 
reduction through attrition in the 
number of teachers in the district 
Should the district go to a “flexible” 
five-period ‘day, it could save ap- 
proximately $750,000. Dirksen said 

The plan would mean there would 
be more teachers available than a 
five-period day would require but 
less than the six-period day now in 
existence. 

Dirksen said he does not expect 
attrition to bring staffing down to a 
five-period level and the district 
does not plan to lay off any of its 
permanent staff 


Problems with the district's bud- 
get began emerging five years ago 
when expenditures began to outpace 
income. The district can no longer 
afford deficit spending. Dirksen 
said. and a “‘bleak’’ year is ap- 
parently on the horizon even if next 
vear's budget is balanced 

Cuts, he said, could reach the 
‘‘strangulation”’ point in some cate- 
gories, including textbooks. Dirksen 
said schools are clamoring for re-

Along with the celebration of the 
Diamond Jubilee of Upland in May, 
interested persons will have the op- 
portunity to own pictures of ‘‘old 
Upland.” 

The Friends of the Upland Public 
Library are taking on the project of 
selling prints which give a glimpse 
into life in Upland between the late 
1800s and up to 1906, when Upland 
was incorporated, and into the later 
1900s. 

The original prints belong to the 
Upland Library, and Kitty Thomson, 
project chairman and past president 
of the Friends, has had Bob 
Baumann photograph each one. The 
prints to be sold will be made from 
those negatives. 

Sometime before the May 75th 
celebration, the original 
photographs will be displayed at the 
library. Orders will be taken by 
Mrs. Thomson for the prints. 

One photograph will show the 
brand new American La France fire 
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placements of some of their out- 
dated books and added that money 
will probably not be available to ac- 
commodate the requests. 

Turning to a possible scenario of 
what next year will look like, dis- 
trict business manager Russ Dickin- 
son said it is still much too early to 
predict exactly what income the dis- 
trict will receive. 

His tentative figures showed a 
$31.7 million budget for 1981-82. Cur- 


rent year’s figures are approxi- 
mately $130,000 less than _ that 
amount 


Next year’s figures include a 6- 
percent increase in state funding 
and large reductions in federal in- 
come 

Dickinson's figures do not include 
any salary or benefit increases, no 
provision for deferred maintenance 
of buildings, no increases for utility 
bills, no increases for textbooks, no 
money for band uniforms and no 
money for special maintenance pro- 
jects 

Under the proposal, no money 
would be spent to increase school se- 
curity 

The budget contains $25,000 for 
textbooks, $35,000 for security. $75.- 
000 for driver training. $90,000 for 
new buses, $450.000 for portable 
buildings and the $750,000 that could 
be saved by going to a reduced num 
ber of class periods 


Trustees also asked the adminis 
tration to review costs for after- 
school athletics and transportation 


A preliminary breakdown of those 
show expenditures of over 
$400,000 for coaches, athletic direc- 
tors, trainers, grounds, transporta- 
tion and allocations made for 
students participating in sports at 
the five high schools

The budget picture will not be 
clarified, Dickinson said, before a 
decision on where cuts will be made 
since state budgets are frequently 
adopted well after the budget year 


begins 


A decision to reduce the number 
of class periods could also lead to a 
reduction in the number of units re- 
quired for graduation. Currently the 
district requires 220 units to grad 


uate

Local high school students form companies 


T-shirt entrepreneurs aiming for records

As president of Shirts Etc., David 
Grossberg can expect to command a 
higher salary than those who work 
for him 

Making T-shirts is a big business 
and the Upland High School 
sophomore hopes to break some 
sales records before June 

The fact that his company will be 
out of business by summer doesn't 
bother him and neither does his $1.50 
weekly salary 

Although none of the 50 students 
working for Shirts Etc. will get rich 
by working for the company, 
enthusiasm is high 

Students from Upland and Chaffey 
high schools are participating in this 
semester's Junior Achievement 
program and although the program 
isn't new to the West End, students 
are determined to win national 
recognition for their efforts 

Three companies were formed by 


the 100 students participating in the 
program from the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District. Each 
company is given a counseling firm 
and is asked to sell shares of stock, 
manufacture and sell a product and 
liquidate at the end of 15 weeks. 

Sponsoring the student-run 
companies are Bank of America, 
Xerox and Sunkist 

As its name implies, Shirts Inc 
was organized to manufacture and 
sell custom T-shirts. Because more 
students signed up than had been 
expected the company required five 
volunteer advisers from Bank of 
America instead of the usual three- 


man team 
The turnout has been 
tremendous,” said adviser William 


Darby, an assistant vice president 
for Bank of America. ‘‘Normally, if 
you get 20 students you've had a 
good turnout 

The students 
bringing in orders 


are already 


Darby said part of the reason for 
the big turnout is the revived 
interest of students who are looking 
into their futures before getting out 
of high school. 

“The educational system is 
supporting and encouraging this,” 
he said. ‘‘The teachers really talked 
up Junior Achievement. 

“They say teen-agers don’t care 
but I think overall they do care and 
they're showing it by coming here.” 

Ethusiasm has spread to the 
students who are already on 
“assembly lines’ during after- 
school hours. The 40 cents an hour 
they receive may not be much but 
for every T-shirt they sell, they 
receive a 10 percent commission. 

Grossberg shares the enthusiasm 
of his co-workers. 

“Our main goal is to be company 
of the year,” he said referring to the 
program's highest award. 

To help attain that goal, the 
company has rented space at the

Students also go door to door 
selling custom shirts and, as 
Grossberg points out, make sales to 
friends. and relatives. 

Not every student company 
makes T-shirts. In the past, 
companies have sold everything 
from leather goods to radios. 

Underlying the company’s goal to 
sell as many T-shirts as possible is 
the business experience students 
receive. 

Darby said students will lear the 
value of a dollar, how a company 
operates and how private enterprise 
can reward hard work. 

“It's giving us a perspective,” 
Grossberg said. ‘‘We see it’s not so 
simple to operate a business. 

“You also leam how to motivate 
people. I mean, how do you get a 
group of 50 people to go out and sell 
T-shirts?”

. A plan to bring more 
= state money to the West 
y End for fine arts programs 
.Was approved Monday by 
the Upland and Montclair 
city councils. 

At least seven more cities 
must okay the plan, howev- 
er, before it can be ap 
proved by the county Board 
of Supervisors and for- 
warded to the California 
Arts Council in Sacramen- 
to. 

The plan, which studies 
the need for cultural pro- 
grams in the county, was 
completed by the Inland 
Empire Cultural Founda- 
tion in Colton. 

In its 93-page report, the 
Colton consulting fitm gave 
specific proposals to the 
county and its cities for 
planning ptograms. sharing 
expenses, employing artists 
and preventing duplication. 

The report was written 
undet a $12,000 block grant 
from the county — part of a 
total $1.1 million allocated 
to all counties in the state. 

To achieve its goal of en- 
couraging more cultural 
programs, the state arts 
, council gave grants to all 

= counties, so each county 
could conduct its own needs 


asséssment and write its 
own plan. 

At recently held public 
hearings, the cities of Onta- 
rio, Upland and Montclair 
reportedly showed more in- 
terest than any other area. 

‘During the meetings we 
held, this area was the most 
dynamic of all,” firm rep- 
resentative Jean Wright 
told the Montclair City 
Council. 

“They didn’t seem to 
have the attitude that each 
city should be an entity unto 
itself’ and receive its own 
invidvidual funds. Wright 
said. 

West End cities ‘feel 
they'd have more clout”’ if 
they could break away from 
the county. form an arts 
council of their own and get 
funds directly from the 
state. Wright indicated. 


The state arts council of- 
fers block grants and 
matching funds directly to 
local cities as well as to 
county agencies, Wright 
added. 


Several councilmen in 
Montclair said they were 
worried about the fate of 
their city’s highly-respect- 
ed Starlite Series — a week- 
ly professional musical 
program offered free.

Crowded city 
has epidemic 
of loneliness

One of the tragedies of our modern cities is the lonely 
crowds. 


An elderly lady living in a downtown hotel told me she 
dials the telephone number for the correct time each 
night so that she can hear a human voice addressed to 
her before she goes to sleep. 


I was traveling, dressed as a Uergyman. A young 
woman asked if she could talk to me for a moment. She 
poured out her story and it was a story of utter 
loneliness. Her mother died at birth and her father died 
when she was 2 years old, and she had been taken to live 
with some relatives who did not want her. 


When Jean was 16 years old she hitchhiked to Los 
Angeles and got a job in one of the garment factories. 
She has worked here for the last 15 years and all of those 
years she has lived in boarding houses. She told me, ‘‘I 
am now 31 years old and I do not know what it means to 
be loved by one person.”’ 


In the mind of every being there is the desire and need 
to be loved, and the hope that someday they will mean 
something to somebody. We all have that basic need. 


But we are living in a society that does not allow us to 
express our strong feelings except with an angry auto 
horn, or at a closely scored ball game. Consider how 
seldom we express our appreciation. 


In the first speech Abraham Lincoln ever gave he said, 

“T have no other ambition so great as that of being truly 
esteemed by my fellowman.’’ If you were able to look 
into the thinking of most people you would find that we 
all have this desire, and the majority of us feel that 
somewhere along the way we missed it. In this all 
mortals are one with Lincoln. 


What usually happens is that this kind of thinking soon 
becomes self-pity, and then the person becomes an 
emotional invalid and spends the rest of his or her life 
nursing old wounds. The other route is to refuse to give 
up and constructively meet this need. 


One way out of being part of the lonely crowd is to 
make friendships and acceptance happen. Stop to think 
about what it takes to be a friend, as well as what you 
would ask of a friend. Of course some persons say, ‘‘I do 
not have an enemy in the whole world,” and it may be 
true. It is also true that they haven’t leamed the art of 
breaking through another person’s loneliness and making 
a friend. The loneliest people have neither friends nor 
enemies. To be a friend requires you do those things 
which make friends and then the crowd is no-longer a 
lonely crowd 


You can never overcome the problem of loneliness by 
just thinking about it. Instead of thinking about your 
loneliness, realize you're in the midst of people who are 
very lonely and start to do something for a few of them, 
and you will be doing a great deal for yourself 


It will amaze you how grateful and responsive those 
you try to help will be, when you see how you have 
helped, there will come that inner glow that is not for 
sale at any cosmetic counter. It can be one of the best 
feelings you ever had and it all starts with you.

Lower home mortgage interest 
foreseen in next several months

I usually avoid limbs — particularly getting too far out 
on one. That’s often what happens when I (or anyone 
else) makes predictions about the future real estate 
market 

However, I'm going to edge out on what appears to be a 
reasonable strong limb and tick off a few key predictions 
that may affect home buyers and sellers in coming 
months 

This is really more of a summary of thoughts express- 
ed by. a variety of persons — all deeply involved in and 
knowledgeable about real estate activities 

For starters, home mortgage loan interest rates will 
come down — possibly to a low of 12 percent by the third 
quarter of 1981. This will spark a substantial boost in 
sales of new and previously owned homes. 

This could result in pushing up the overall volume of 
home resales in 1981 to 3.4 million units. The volume last 
year (1980) was about 2.86 million resale units 

More innovative forms of home financing will be 
developed and offered during 1981. This will include 
some very unconventional types of mortgage loan in- 
struments, particularly keyed to meeting the needs of 
young, firsttime home buying families. 

It will become more common for sellers to participate 
in financing their homes for buyers. In some cases, they 
will totally carry the financing.

Urban coyote problem discussed

The urban coyote is a frequently unwelcome resident 
of northern Claremont. 

At a meeting called last week by the Environmental 
Quality Commission of Claremont, five panelists and the 
audience agreed that the critter exists — it was even 
technically defined — but what. if anything, can be done 
about its population was left unanswered. 

Suggestions were made which ranged from passing an 

ordinance prohibiting residents from feeding coyotes 
(thus making them feel less welcome) to trapping the an- 
imals. 
“wo residents told of coyotes killing their pets. One 
family lost two cats in four months while a second had its 
to¥. collie dog killed. Several women expressed fears that 
a child might eventually be hurt by a coyote trapped in- 
side of fenced back yard. 

Several residents claimed the coyote population had 
increased since the Bernard Biological Field Station at 
Mills Avenué and Foothill Boulevard was fenced several 
years ago. A spokesman from the Rancho Santa Ana Bo- 
tanic Garden adjacent to the biological station denied 
this. She said the animal population appears stable al- 
though the coyotes may be less fearful of humans. 

William C. Harford, executive director of the Pomona 
Valley Humane Society. Inc., said the urban coyote has 
developed in area where homes have displaced rural veg- 
etation. 

_ ‘*He can’t go into the hills where other coyotes reign. 
He hasn’t been killéd in the process of development. So 

' he has to try to survive along with the humans who 
moved into his territory,” Harford said. 

Clyde Edon, wildlife management supervisor for the 
state Department of Fish and Game, said the conflict be- 
tween coyotes and humans in California dates back to 
1891. At that time a bounty was declared on coyotes that 
were killing sheep and other animals. 

‘In four yéars, the state spent a half million dollars in 
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bounty for 45,000 coyotes killed.” he said. ‘In the 1940s 
and 50s. the state hired 40 trappers to control coyotes 

‘However, the control of coyotes was so stringent that 
the deer, which the coyotes would kill, became overpop- 
ulated. Then the philosophy changed to management of 
habitats rather than suppression of the coyotes and in 
1959 the trapping program was terminated.” 

Edon said the state prohibits the poisoning of coyotes 
but allows trapping of the animals and ‘‘harvesting”’ of 
certain animals determined to be problems. 

“On a specific basis, we will condone the taking of an 
animal,” he said. According to Edon, the urban coyote 
has the ability to adapt to and tolerate changes. The 
coyote is a canine closely related to domestic pets and 
will overcome a natural fear of humans if fed, he added 

‘You must bear these characteristics in mind when 


cealing with the coyote.’ noted the management super-

viRonald Quinn. a field biologist at Cal Poly Pomona. 
doubted that the population of coyotes had increased 
measurably in Claremont 

‘However. they become bolder as they seek food and 
water,’ Quinn reported. ‘‘They have been seen eating av- 
ocados in the center of the city and will come into a yard 
to eat garbage or dog food.” 

Quinn warned that coyotes become a public problem 
when they are fed by residents — either accidentally or 
on purpose 

Jerry Sorenson. a resident of northern Claremont, said 
a coyote attacked his cat during the daytime last winter

HOLLYWOOD — Amy Irving 
glowed. She has learned a lot of late, 
she was saying, ranging from how to 
pound through Prokofiev's ‘chaileng- 
ing Third Piano Concerto to chop- 
ping wood. 

“Yes, I chop my own wood,”’ said 
the spritely, 27-year-old actress co- 
starring with Richard Dreyfuss in 
“The Competition. ” “T bought a 
house two months ago in Santa Fe 
and it felt real natural to chop the 
wood for the fireplaces. I didn’t 
know too much about it, but I’m 
learning.” 

Not by happenstance, the first 
piece of furniture that Irving moved 
into her new Santa Fe house was.a 
piano to further practice the 
Prokofiev, Liszt and Mozart concer- 
tos she learned to play for the film 
as Heidi Schoonover, an independent 
young pianist who competes with 
Paul Dietrich (Dreyfuss) as a 
finalist in a piano competition and 
also falls in love with him. 

“] think I'm getting the right 
touch now for Liszt and Mozart,” Ir- 
ving said, ‘‘but that Prokofiev. is 
something else.” 

Word appears to be getting 
around, in fact, that if a film offers 
some difficult task to master, Irving 
is the person to be called upon. 
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“The Competition’ co-star strives for right touch+ 


Besides venturing for the first time 
into classical piano repertoire for 
“The Competition,’ she learned to 
pick a guitar as the girl Willie 
Nelson falls for in ‘Honeysuckle 
Rose’’ and learned to dance and 
speak sign language as a deaf-mute 
teachertsof deaf children in 
“Voices.” 

“Sometimes it just works out that 
way, that you get to grow in some 
area when you do a part,” said Ir- 
ving. “I love to do homework 
because I like to test myself at all 
times and go further in some direc- 
tion than before I did the film.” 

As one of the major new faces on 
the screen, Irving epitomizes the 
bright, intelligent heroine of the ’80s 
— a woman with a Iuminous, sassy 
quality whose sex is not demeaned 
nor romanticized. Ultimately, she’s 
smart, beautiful and steamy. If 
there’s a battle of the sexes, Irving’s 
characters stand tall and face the 
firing line, spark to spark in the 
tradition of Katharine. Hepburn’s 
“Woman of the Year.” 

“Heidi has that optimism that I 
relate to a lot,” said Irving. ‘“The 
belief that having a career is not go- 
ing to stop anyone from having a 
happy home life. Ten years ago she 
would have given up her career for 
the man, but no one expects that of 
women anymore. 


“T believe that Paul and Heidi’s 
relationship has as much chance as 
anybody’s in that situation as long 
as they both stay open and put effort 
in.” 

Personally, Irving says, she has 
always considered emancipated 
women as ‘‘real normal’’ after 
growing up in a family in which lit- 
tle attention was paid to traditional 
male-female role playing. 

Irving’s father and mother have 
both had deep involvements in the 
theatrical profession. Her father, 
Jules Irving, who died recently at 
age 53, headed the Actors’ Workshop 
in San Francisco and for eight years 
was artistic director of the Lincoln 
Center Repertory Theater. Her 
mother, Priscilla Pointer, has had a 
long acting career and continues to 
appear on both stage and screen, 
having recently played supporting 
roles in her daughter’s last two 
films. 

My parents were my guiding 
forces,’’ said Irving. ‘“We’ve always 
been hanging out together and I 
always found them worth listening 
to. My mother is still the only per- 
son I go to for really heavy 
criticism.”

Yech. The ham is green. 
Throw the porker out! 

Inside your fresh ham- 
burger, you find dark brow- 
nish meat: — is it safe? 

The bread has mold. What 
do you do? 

Ditto for cheeses. 

Golly. The chicken has a 
date going back to last 
week. What to do? And will 
the milk with today’s shelf 
date last? 

And take a gander at that 
can of string beans next to 
the pears. Both have been 
on the shelf for a year but 
the vegetable tin has gained 
weight — that is, it has 
developed a bulge. 

Homemaker = encounters 
of the innumerable kind! 

If you don’t know 
something about foods, 
shelf life or store dating 
you could: 

— Bite the dust. 

— Expose yourself to 
greater cancer risks. 

— Waste a lot of costly 
foods. 

— Miss some good buys 
on meats. 

For example, throwing 
out green ham that smells 
and tastes OK is the same 
as throwing out greenbacks, 
advises Dorothy Wheeler, a 
home economist at the 
University of California. 

“The first thing I.do when 
I shop at the supermarket, 
she said, ‘‘is go to the end of 
the meat counter where 
they sell meat that has been 
marked down.” 


The meats may not look 
good, she said, but the taste 
and nutrition will be fine if 
they have beenstored 
safely. 


And, she said, you can 
count on that most of the 
time because the food in- 
dustry is one of the most 
highly controlled in the 
United States. 


Darker meat inside 
fresher hamburger is 
harmless, she said, so long 
as its smell and taste are 
normal 

As for bread or grain 
mold — throw it out. That 
type may produce cancer- 
causing aflatoxins. 

On the other hand, con- 
fusingly enough, the mold 
on cheese (and some 
méney). Incidentally, mold 
on meats won't harm you, 
she said 

As for outdated chicken, 
the expired date doesn’t 
mean the chicken is a dead 
duck. If it smells all right, it 
is probably as safe as 
fresher buys.

New fish chowder 
needs to blend

Current interest in 
preserving natural flavors 
and cutting calories 
encouraged me to evolve a 
new recipe for fish 
chowder. 


First I looked into my 
vast reservoir of fish 
chowder recipes. There 
were dozens and dozens 
made with both potatoes 
and a flour-thickened broth; 
an equal number of recipes 
called for potatoes but 
omitted the _ flour 
thickening. I wanted nei- 
ther formula. What I did 
want to offer you was a fish 
chowder made with 
vegetables other than 
potatoes and an unthi- 
ckened broth. 


Only one usual ingredient 
did I feel I could not omit: 
all the recipes for fish 
chowders called for salt 
pork or bacon. I knew for 
flavor’s sake one of them 
should go in; I opted for the 
bacon. 


My new fish chowder 
needs an overnight stay in 
the refrigerator to allow 
flavors to blend and 
develop. Believe me, when 
my recipe tester and I 
tasted it immediately after 
it was made, its flavor was 
unexciting. But after its 
overnight stop, we were 
delighted. That. time in the 
refrigerator did so much for 
the chowder that by the 
time I reheated it (in my 
microwave oven) its flavor 
was irresistible. 


Webster defines a 
chowder in part as a “thick 
stew of seafood,” and that’s 
what this chowder is. 
There’s lots more seafood 
(in this case haddock 
fillets) and vegetables than 
liquid in it. I like to serve it 
in wide-rimmed soup plates 
as. a main course, with 
cypsty bread, for Sunday 


Shelf lives before losing 
Nutritional values. 
However, if you see a can of 
string beans that is bulging 
or splitting, it has gone bad. 
Chuck it without tasting it 
first. 

Dates on meats are prac- 


_ tically useless unless you 


know several factors — like 
when the date was applied, 
what kind of date it is and 
how the meat was stored. 
Too, even if you get right- 
off-the-cow steaks, they 
could easily spoil in the hot 
trunk of the car (how you 
store foods is important, 
too). 

Following are some hints 

Wheeler passes on: 
_= Whole chickens or 
Toasts will last longer than 
other meats. A roast will 
last longer than hamburger. 
Drumsticks, or other 
chicken parts, on the other 
hand, may spoil sooner than 
the whole bird. 

— The green coloring you 
sometimes see on ham 
simply means it has been 
exposed to light, and that’s 
why it is often stored in 
packaging that protects it 
from light. 

— Smell is the very best 
way to test for spoiled 
meats. Bad chicken and 
meats will smell like 
rotting flesh, she said. 
Taste is another clue (but 
not for other products like 
canned foods). If the taste 
doesn’t seem right, throw 
the offender out. 

— Fish spoils quickly at 
room temperature, and it 
will smell like ammonia. 

— A few grocers install 
special pinkish fluorescent 
lights that make even old 
meat look as bright as fresh 
items. Examine the meat 


products are safe so long as 
they do not become moist 
enough to mold. 

If you buy liquid oils in 
bulk, they become rancid 
after a year, so be certain 
to store them in a cool place 

Fats and oils may lose 
quality but they don’t 
become unsafe during long- 
term storage. 

De Jong reported that the 
ideal conditions for storing 
canned staples would be in a 
dry place where the 
temperatures don’t exceed 
70 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Canned fruits should last 


one to two years betore los- 
ing quality and nutrition. 
De Jong reported that 
canned vegetables should 
be eaten within about two 
years. Canned meats and 
fish, however, will maintain 
quality five years and 
longer. (Unopened canned 
ham will last three years 
refrigerated. Opened ham 
tightly wrapped in plastic 
will last up to one week. 
Don’t wrap ham in foil, 
which corrodes. ) 
Never taste food from a 
bulging or split can, or if it 
smells bad. Spoiled canned 


goods may contain deadly 
botulism poison. 

Produce like potatoes, 
onions, winter squash and 
many root vegetables will 
last six to eight months. 

If potatoes sprout or turn 
partly green, trim off the 
sprouts or green areas 
before cooking as they may 
contain toxic solanine. 

As for milk from dated 
cartons, it should be fit for 
consumption from seven to 
10 days past the date. 

Want a date? 

Many consumers do — on 
the things they buy at the 
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supermarket. The idea is 
that dates stamped on the 
packaging of food items, to 
indicate shelf life or 
freshness, would help peo- 
ple buy higher quality 
products. 

The .dating systems are 
voluntary and vary from 
state to state. While they 
may indicate better quality 
they have little to do with 
food safety. 

The U.S. Office of 
Technology Assessment 
recently reported to 
Congress on the benefits or 
drawbacks of what is 


referred to as 
dating.” 

Researchers determined 
open dating encourages 
better handling practices by 
wholesalers, retailers and 
consumers by speeding up 
the sale or use of food near 
the end of shelf life. 

It can increase consumer 
confidence in freshness of 
foods they buy. 

Better handling practices 
attributed to open dating 
could minimize nutrient 
loss. 

There is little or no 
benefit derived from open

dating in terms of improved 
microbiological safety of 
foods. Such hazards 
generally are the result of 
processing failures, com 
tamination after processing 
as well as abuses in storage 
and handling. These factors: 
are usually independent of- 
the age of the product ard’ 
have littie relationship to anf?

On the minus sides 
adopting open dating ( 
law) could add from a 
of a cent to a penny to the 
cost of each package of 
food.

— Keeping various meats 
cold is the key to their 
storage. 

Paulette De Jong, a staff 
research associate at the 
university, prepared a 
report on the shelf life of 
staples. 

‘Dry staples such as flour 
and sugar have an almost 
indefinite shelf life if they 
are stored in dry conditions 
and kept free of insect 
infestation,’’ she reported. 

“Rice, dried beans and 
wheat also have a very long 
shelf life. ... Whole wheat 
flour and corn meal have a 
shorter shelf life. After 
about six months to a year 
the fats in these dry 
products may begin to go 
rancid.” 

Rancid taste is primarily 
a matter of quality. Rancid 
wheat flour and other dry

Pinot Noirs are showing promise

But we all know that 
prices for even midiocre 
French red Burgundy have 
shot up to absurd heights.

Our wine from this 
capricious grape was 
usually light and thin. When 
a wine maker tried for 
more, the usual result was 
simply tannic wine still 
lacking depth.

Recently, however, 
exciting Pinot Noirs with 
great promise have been 
made in California, as 
Americans begin to 
discover the old French 
methods for making Pinot 
Noir.

Glasses to aid perception 
Experiment in juvenile 


offenders’ sight may end

A juvenile diversion experiment that fights crime with 
eyeglasses and vision therapy may end next June due to 
the lack of funds. 

Chino Councilman Ben Burrell, who serves on the San 
Bernardino County Juvenile Justice Commission, which 
obtained for the project a $112,000 grant from the federal 
Law Enforcement Assistance Administration, said the 
federal agency is about to go out of existence. 

Burrell, a former judge and a retired traffic commis- 
sioner, expressed concern the program may be disconti- 
nued. “It has helped dozens of young people from the 
West End of San Bernardino County return to a normal 
life,’ he declared. ‘‘It is one of the finest programs to 
come along in a long time.” 

Claude Potts, the county's delinquency prevention co- 
ordinator, claims the project reduced the rate of reciti- 
vism — the return to juvenile hall for a violation — 
among its participants by nearly 80 percent during its 
first six months. 

The program is based on a concept used by Dr. Stanley 
Kaseno, a San Bernardino County optometrist. He be- 
lieves that most delinquent behavior is caused by the in- 
ability to perceptualize — see things as other people do. 

This, he said, can result in rebellion, defiance, low 
self-esteem, lack of normal achievement, and hyperac- 
tivity. To prove the theory that most delinquents have 
some vision problems, the optometrist used a large por- 
tion of last year’s grant to test 313 wards of the San Ber- 
nardino County Juvenile Hall. He discovered that 299 
required glasses or visual therapy to correct eye disord- 
ers. 

More than a third simply needed glasses to correct 
near and farsightedness. But some of the other cases 
proved more difficult. These ranged from muscular im- 
balances that cause eye strain and double vision to dam- 
age that impairs the ability of the eye to receive the 
proper messages from the brain. 

Perceptual problems also can cause hyperaction, he 
explained. This happens when the five senses are unable 
to work together and a person can’t decide which of the 
many messages he receives from his surroundings he 
should respond to. Since they all seem of equal impor- 
tance, he is reacting to all in quick progression. This 
makes him appear in motion all the time. 

But perhaps the most important dysfunction, and the 
most neglected, is what Dr. Kaseno cails visual percep- 
tual distortion. This robs a person of the ability to esti- 
mate distances and tell the difference between right and 
left, large and small, and close and far. Moreover, the 
condition interferes with the ability to visualize abstrac- 
tions. 

‘“‘One can easily see how this relates to school learn- 
ing, especially reading and writing,’ he explained. ‘‘No- 
body doesn’t want to learn to read. But before someone 


can break the reading code he must be able to reproduce 
the letters and be familiar with the proper orientation or 
direction of those letters.” 

He said those who have such distortions often write 
letters and numbers backwards and can’t write uniform 
letters in reasonably straight lines Such problems, he 
contended, can only be treated by a properly designed 
visual therapy program. 

Before he began his experiment at Juvenile Hall, Dr. 
Kaseno had treated during his 18 years of practice scores 
of patients with severe problems. 

During his earlier years, he had read with some inter- 
est about a few cases of isolated research which indi- 
cated aberrant behavior often had something to do with 
the inability to see properly. 

But he didn’t get a chance to see that correlation firs- 
thand until eight years ago. Through a probation officer 
who was his patient, he obtained permission to examine 
a group of wards at the Juvenile Hall for vision prob- 
lems. 

He found that nine of every 10 youths examined had 
some difficulty seeing. Some needed glasses. Others 
couldn't synchronize their eyes. Still others indicated 
muscle strain and jerky eye movements. 

Fortified with his findings, Dr. Kaseno started pro- 
moting his experiment. In 1972, he was given $200 for the 
work by his own Kiwanis Club. He collected $2,000 from 
other service clubs. The money was used to buy some 
testing equipment he needed. But it was far from enough 
for treatment. 

He started in 1974 applying for federal, state, county 
and private grants. But he failed to draw enough inter- 
est. An official of the federal Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare returned his application with the 
notation that the experiment ‘‘did not appear to have 
enough impact to benefit the nation or the region.” 

In 1978, a county official became concerned about his 
son who was getting bad grades in school. At the same 
time, the father noticed the boy also seemed to have 
some difficulty seeing. He was bumping into the furni- 
ture and knocking over items in his path. Having heard a 
talk by Dr. Kaseno, he scheduled his son for an eye ex- 
amination. 

The optometrist found a severe case of eye strain and 
blurred vision. He began vision therapy. Within six 
months, the eyes improved and the youth began func- 
tioning normally again. 

rateful for the results, the county official helped Dr 
Kaseno obtain funding the next year through Burrell’s 
Juvenile Justice Commission. 

With the help of another optometrist, a consulting oph- 
thalmologist and a research assistant, Dr. Kaseno under- 
took his experiment at Juvenile Hall. ‘“‘The heart of the 
therapy is to improve the eyes’ tracking skills and train 
the five senses to work in harmony,” he explained 
“Very often eye glasses are not enough.”’

Proposed cutbacks total $75,000 


Potential budget cutbacks totaling $75,000 in the Clare- 
mont School District’s administrative staff were re 
viewed this week by trustees. The school board, 
however, took no official action. 

Superintendent Richard Kirkendall presented the 
board with a list of tentative personnel cutbacks at the 
administrative level. The board will use the list in pre- 
paring the 1981-82 budget. 

The itemized list presented this week is part of the 
board’s tentative plan to slash $685,000 before the district 
adopts a spending plan in August. 

The outline of administrative staff cuts includes: Eli- 
mination of a personnel services administrator; a redefi- 
nition of the assistant superintendent position to include 
responsibilities for personnel services ; establishment of 
a so-called personnel assistant; elimination of the coor- 
dinator for special education-principal at Danbury El- 
ementary School; combining a coordinator’s position for

not for remodeling projects. | 


Another one-time free 
service is also available to 
low income persons of age 
60 or older or to disabled or 
handicapped persons. The 
service provides labor or 
materials for minor home 
repairs or for 
weatherization and 
insulation.
